THE LESSON OF SAN FRANCISCO

HE tables arc turned; the boot is on the oth- 
er Ice:. 
Langdon, Henev, and Burns are 


out; Abe Ruef is in. The man whose indictment 
\vas sought is now the man empowered'to ask 
indictments of the new grand jur\. 


Further developments in San Francisco are 


awaited \\nli intense interest, not only there, but 
everywhere, because the battle \\ ith the grafters 
is rapidh becoming one of the foremost of nation- 
al issues. \\ hatcver the final outcome, the lesson 
of San Francisco should not be lost upon the peo- 
ple of the United States 


Abe Ruef is strong for good or ill because 


he controls the machinery of the nominating pro- 
cess, the channels of legislation, and the power of 
appointment. There lies the strength of every 
boss in all coni)numties throughout the land. 


"The remedy foi the evils of democracy is 


more democracy," said the \\isc Frenchman who 
studied American institutions si.xtv years ago. 
We have the evils; now, we must apph the rem- 
edies 


If the pov,cr of the boss is to be destroyed at 


its source, the people must make nominations bv 
voting directlv for the candidates they wish to 
have on the ticket instead of sending delegates 
to a convention. 
If the\ will not vote at such 


prnnan elections, in the end voting w ill be made 
compulson and the loss of the right of suffrage 
will be the ultimate penalt) of delinquent citi- 
zenship. Under such a system Abe Ruef \\oul 1 
not have been able to name a Board of Supervis- 
ors who would do his bid ling, e\en to the point 
of removing the District Attorney and appoint- 
ing the boss in his place. 


The rcmcch for corrupt legislation is for the 


people to resene the pouer of direct legislation 
to themselves b\ means of initiative and refer 
cndurrr.

could not have carried, under such a svstem, with- 
out the consent of the people. Hence, it woul i 
be useless to corrupt the legislative body because 
they could not ' deliver the goods."

Under such a s\stem the voters could 


remove Mayor Schmitz at will, and could now 
remove District Attorney Ruef. 
If this povvei 


existed it would probably not bo necessary to use 
it very often, because every official would under- 
stand that he could remain in office only so long 
as he commanded the confidence of a majority of 
the voters. 


These measures of advanced democracy have 


breii regarded somewhat doubtfully by many 
good citizens, especially by those of the mjorc con- 
servative cast of mind 
Rut such lessons as San 


Francisco is now teaching to the country will 
rapidly ripen public opinion in favor of direct 
nominations, drect legslation, and the power of 
recall

radicalism of yesterday will be the conservatism 
of tomorrow.

out resorting to not? 


William J

The 
Governor and Atronic\-General went immedi- 
ately to tlie scene, conferred witli the labor lead- 
ers, and addressed the members of the organiza- 
tion in the Miners' Hall. As a consequence, the 
differences between the telegraph company and 
the working men were amicably settled, and all 
danger of strikes, and violence passed awaj. 


On a subsequent occasion a bojcott was de- 


clared against the leading newspapers in Gold- 
field and Tonopah and serious trouble threatened. 
Again Governor Sparks and Attorne) -General 
Sweeney visited the disturbed district and exert- 
ed their influence successfully in producing a 
condition of harmony. 


But more important than his specific acts in 


such matters is the Governor's general reputa- 
tion as the honest friend of all elements in the in- 
dustrial life of this state,
